child thou haſt known the boly Scriptures, — Por what 
is more excellent than knowledge > What know - 
ledge is ſo excellent. as the knowledge of the boly 
Scriptures > What is more rare than to find this 
exce|]enr knowledge in children > Knowledge makes a man like 
God, of whom ir is ſaid, x Sam.2.3- The Lord #« a God of hnow- 
ledge, Ir is a grear branch of the image of God in which man was 
created, and that which God reftores to man when he reneweth 
him after his own image, Col, 3.10. And have put on the new man, 
which ts renewed in h1owledge, after the image of him that created him, 
Knowledg is better than filver or gold or pretious ſtones; yea, there is 
ſuch an excellegcy in knowledg,thar all things that we can deſire are 
not werrthy ro be compared with ir, Pro.3.13»14,15-Happy # the man 
that fndeth wiſdom, and the man that genteth underſtaudingsfor the mere ' 
candixe of it ws better than the mercbandize of ſiluer,and the gain there= 
of than fine gold, ſhe is more pretious than rubies, and all the things thou 
canſt deſire are not to be compared uato her. If any man ask, where- 
in lieth the excellency of knowledge above all riches > Solomon 
reſolves this queſtion, Eccl, + Iz, Wiſdom is a defence and money is 
a defence, but the excelency of haowledge 1, that wiſdom giveth life 
to them that have it, As there is an excellency in knowledge, {o 
in none more than in the knowledge of the holy Scriprures. The 
knowledge of all Arts and Sciences, the underſtanding of all 
wngues and languages, all ſorts and degrees of human learning 
come 
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come far ſhore of rhe knowledge cf the holy Scriptures, Por the 
knowledge of the holy Scriprares wi'l make us wiſe ro ſalvation; 
From a c/d thou bait þ1own the holy Scriptures, which aie able ty 
make thee wiſe unio ſaluation. And no wildom 1s like rhat which 
mak us wiſe to ſave our ſouls, By the knowledge of rhe holy 
Scriprures we way get acquaimance with Chiilt Jeſus, Job. 5 39, 
Scaich the Scriptures,— they are they that teſt/fie of me. And there 
is ſuch an exceilency in the knowledge of Jelus Chriſt, thar the 
Apoſtle Paul who v. as brought up at the fcer of Gamalzicl, and had 
attained a preat meaſure of learning, accounted all his artainments 
bur iols and drofs in compariſon of che excellency of the knowtedge 
of Jefus Chriſt ; Ph1,3. 8; Yea donbtleſs, and 1 count all things 
but loſs for the exc: Mency of the kaowledge of Chriſt Feſus my Laid, 
for whom I have ſuffered the loſs of all things and do count them but 
dung tbat I nay win Chiiſk, Knowiedge 1s commendable in all, 
bur eſp-cially in young men and children, Ir purs ſuch an &» 
cellzncy upon chilcren, that a wiſe child, thovgh poor, is better 
thin a King, though an aged and grear King if he be void «& 
wildom. Ec]. 4 «3. Beticr is a por and a wiſe child, than at 
old and a fooliſh King that will ao mare be admon ſh:d, Wheie- 
fore 1 would exhor: yonng men and children, to follow this Ex- 
amp'c of Timithy Whlz you are yeung, yea while you arc 
childien, give your minds t9 learn the holy Scriptures , delight 
in them above ai] books in the world, read them daily and da 


ligently, get them into your m-mories . and into your hearts, 


labou;' to underftand, believe and pratiſe whar vou learn out of 
the holy Scrip:ures, ler the word of Chrift dvell in you richly 
in all wiſſdom. Conlid:zr how eminent , how uleful and ſervice- 
ablc 7imgthy pioved , who learned the Scriprures while he was 
a child, The apoſtle ſaith of him, nor only that he was a godly 
mang but a #442 of God, and gives this charaCter of him, rhar « 
all h's com-anions and: fcligw-labourers there was none .like 
Timo'by, Pivil.2,19,20, I truſt in the Lord Feſus to ſcad Timrthew 
fhorily ants you, for Thave no man ihe miaded. To excite you to 
give all di}izence ro Jearn tbe holy Scriptures, 1 ſhall propoſe () 
you tact. following confiderations.

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peiſons : Pſalm34.1r. Come ye children, bearken unto me, I will 
zeach you the fear of the Lord. Selomeit's book of Proverbs was 
written chiefly for young men, io reach them wildom and diſcre- 
tion { Prov, :. 1,4. The Proverbs of Solomon the ſoa of David. 
Togwve ſutilly to the fimple, to the young man knowledge and dif 
cretion. And f{ceing the holy Scripcures were wriiten for your 
uſe and learning, you ought to learn them with all diligence. 


LI, The knowledge of the holy Scriptures will do you more 
good-than many thouſands of pounds of filver and goid : Pſal. 
119.72. The law of thy mouth us ſweeter unto me tha# thouſands 
of gold and fitver. Yay it will do you more good than all the 
filver and gold in the world : Prov, 16. 16. How much better is 
it ro gct wiſdom than gold, and to get underſeazding rather to be- 
cnoſen than ſilver ? 


III. Tf you ger much of Gods word into your hearrs and ler 
ir abide there, ir will make you ſtrong and able Chriſtians, 
You ſhall be (as was ſaid of John ths Bapiiſt) ſt-ong 72 ſpirit. The 
word of God abiding in you will make yeu firong to refiſt and 
overcome the temp-arions of Saran, 1 John2,14. I vave written 
wato y'uty young men, b:cauſe ye are ſtrong, and the word of God 
abideth in you, and ye have overcome the wicked one.

Thy words were ſound, and 
I tid eat them, and thy word was unto me the joy and rejoicing of 
my heart. Tlhicre is no greater j»y upon earth, than whar a 
man receiveth from God through his werd. Ir far exceeds the

have rejoiced jn the way of thy teſlimanies, as much as #1 all riches. 
Woriedly cnjoiments will miniſter no comfort ro you in times of 
trouble , bur Gods word will give delighc ro your Souls when 
erouble and anguiſh come upen you : Plalm 119.143.

all deſtruftive couries of life, both from deſtrutive errors and 
deſtrutive praRices: Errors in judgment .are of a deftruQtive 
nature 2 2 Perc, 2, 1, —There ſhall be falſe teachers among you, 
who privily ſhall bring in damnable hereſies, even denying the Lord 
that bought them, and bring upon themſelves ſwift deſtruftion. And 
ignorance of the Scriptures is the ground and reaſon why men are 
led away with Errors and Herefies : Matrk 12.24. Do ye z0t there- 
fore err becauſe ye know not the Scriptures , neither the power of 
God ? And therefore, the knowledge of the Scriprures will be a 
ſpecial means to keep you frem errors, and nor only from deſtrue 
Rive errors, bur alſo from deſtingive practices ; Pſalm 17, 4.
